My dear Mrs. Chapman: 


I apologize for not having acknowledged 
long ago your letter to me of November first. I 
thank you very much for what you told me. I had the 
marriages to which you refer on my records, but I had 
been hoping that by chance you might have found a 
marriage which [I know took place, but of which [I have 
no record and can find none. I cannot help but believe 
that John Boykin, son of Edward, the original settler 
in Isle of Wight County ( in a part which is‘now 
Southampton County), married a daugnter of Francis 
Burwell. John Boykin died intestate and that is 
practically all that I kmow about him. Francis Burwell 
was quite a distinguished man on the north side of the 
river, but still there were Burwells on the south side. 
There is a very distirct line of Boykins, leading back 
to Isle of Wight County, in which the names Francis and 
Burwell constantly recur. They do not come into any other 
line although the family was large and widespread. I 
have the wills of all’ the other sons of the original 
Edward Boykin except John and sc I know that this line 
which is of special interest to me must run back either 
to John or to an unknown son of whom there is no evidence.
